Henderson KveninK Journal, Aupr. 
18, 1907.— A short time ago while in 
Evansville, on important legal . busi- 
ness, and while at dinner, I was ap- 
proached by a representative of the 
Evansville Courier, who, among oth-

IMPROVING TAX LAWS. 

iMiti. n Is th- siihjpct of Investlpa- 
.in I ilisriissiiiii In many states 
tliii i' n ii'i'iM have been made 
by s|,> cial commissions which give an 
interesting indication of the present 
trend of expert opinion. 

New Tork'8 commisaion recom- 
mends the abolition ot the tax on per- 
inal property and the Imposition o( 
progressive tax on inheritances. The 
California commission Is alac.ppposed 
to taxing personal property, but aa- 
aerts that if It Is to be taxed the rev- 
enue should go to the oouatles ex- 
clusively with the revenue from the 
tax on realty. It is further recom- 
mended that all corporations and 
franchise taxes be reserved to the 
state. 

Tue report ot the Massachusetts 
commission proposes the taxation i>f 
direct as well as collateral Inherit- 
ances, of billboards and of stock 
transfors, the ri'ti-ution of all fr.in- 

graded tax on automobil.js. it Ih as- 
serted that with these additian:il 
levies, the Bay Slate could readily 
enough abolish the tax on realty as 
lal property, except

MORTGAGE TAX. 

New York has a mortgage record- 
ing tax law which has Increased the 
revenue from mortageg taxation over 
the old system by 300 per cent and re- 
sulted in a reduction of interest rates. 

The principal virtue of the law Is 
that iU operation does not admit 
fraud, ilnoe a mortgagei to- Ui. togal 
must be recorded, and to be recorded,' 
must pay the tax. Small ai tiA latter 
Is in propbrtlon to the 2 or 2H per 
cent formerly levied. It has increased 
the revenue because formerly more 
than 80 per cent of the mortgages es- 
caped Uxatlon altogether. 

The New York Sun. reviewing the 
operation of the measure, reports that 
"the new. law warded off a serious 
shortage of mortgage capital in this 
town during the laUer half ot last 
year. It will no d<Aibt react before 
long on the rates of Interest, bringing 
th'em back to the normal level of 4 per 
cent and per cent, ai*a perhaps 
blish them eventually at so low a 
as SVi to 4 per cent." 



NOT A OOOD SYtTIM. 

Mew the IMall Order Sualneea Injures 
ttte Agricultural Sections. 

We mast admit that the mail order 
system Is a legitimate bniineas if It is 
carried on legiUmately. It la a great 
American privilege to oarry on trade 
in this way. Tet the principle from 
an American standpoint or any other 
standpoint that is ooaalatant wltli 
equal rights for aU la entirely wrong. 
Through the mall ordef ayatem the 
merchants suffer a tftr«et lots. To 
them it Is an unfair oompetitlon. It 
diverts trade from established chan- 
oBis. The k>s8 of the mercbaota tn the 
local town means a losa to the town 
Itself, to every reeldrat of the town 
and the surroundtng commuuity. It 
Is the buslaeas of the city or town 
that makes It a live place or a dc^id 
one. Dependent upon the activity of 
a town Is to a great extent the value 
of all farm lands In Ita trade territory 
Thus Is the farmer affected by any 
system that causes a deterioration In 
his home town. Tet the farmers are 
the main supporters of the cataloijup 
houses. They aaslst in feeding the 
snake that is stealing their eggs and 
they little realise it They are as vi- 
tally Intereeted In the upbuilding of 
their home town as the merchant. It 
Is for their benefit aa well as for all in 
the community that the town Is there. 
There is a more vital phase of the 
question that few farmers reallie. 
That is the evils resulting from the 
vast capital that Is concentrated in 
the large financial centers. It Is this 
surplus of money that makes It easy 
to build up trusts, and combinations. 
These trusts affect the affairs and the 
prosperity of the farmer. He does not 
stop to think that when he sends his 
money to the distant concern that he 
Is doing Just so much to help along 
the trusts.

CARDINAL RULES OF TAXATION, 

The remedy proposed by B, -M, 
Thresher of the Dayton Chamber of 
Commerce for the difficulties in the 
tax system of Ohio Is similar to the 
remedy now being urged in ma::y 
states. He says: 

The essence of the difficulty seemr, 
to He in the attempt to make the co::- 

itutlon deal with deulls rather tha:i 
with principles. 

The proper remedy, in my Judg 
ment. Is only to be found In an amend- 
ment of the constitution which shall 
give to the general assembly power 
to classify all proper subjects for tax- 
ation in such a manner that — 

No aubject shall escape lU proper 
share ot the burden. 

"No subject of the same class shall 
be taxed more than once. 

"The tax ahall in all caaea be uni- 
form to subjects of the same claRs 
and just to the subject taxed." 



State of Washington Has a Constitu- 
tional Amendment to Permit 
Clasbirication of Property For 
Taxation Purpoees. 

In common with other states that 
are Ktrluubly considering the belter 
ment of tax laws, Washington come,^ 
lo the front with a proposition to 
amend its state constitution. 

The pertinent paragraph in the pro- 
posed amendment reads: 

"The power of taxation shall never 
be surrendered, suspended or con- 
tracted away. Taxes shall be uniform 
upon the same class of subjects, and 
shall be levied and collected for pub- 
lic purposes."

' among the counties of the state. 
I "The state would thereafter derive 
i its revenue through its inherent gen- 
eral power of taxation upon general 
subjects of taxation, as by licenses.
